WASHINGTON—Once upon-'a'time," 


when anything the New Deal did was 
greeted-with loud huzzhas and every- 
one thought it was a grand idea to 
spend a few millions on practically 
any experiment, the federal govern- 
ment went in for what-it called sub- 
sistence homesteads. 


Today most of the fire directed al 


Ihe Resettlement Administration re- 
sults from those experiments, which 
a year ago were dumped into the' lap 
of RA and Administrator Rcxford G, 
Tugwell. 


Resettlement's 
own 
program 
of 


rural resettlement 
communities is 


nearly all still in the planning stage. 
But Tugwell is still serving as goat 
for the administration's sins 
in ad- 


dition to having had the job of un- 
tangling a hundred or more of those 
ventures in humanitarianism, which 
came to him in all stages of progress 
and frequently in a stale of flop. 


Among the original ideas about sub- 


sistence homesteads were: 


1. That you could 
solve 
people's 


problems and make them self-sup- 
porting by gelling them back on the 
land. 


2. That you could do it by giving 


them houses. 


3. Or both. 
4. That if you built communities 


and put people 
in 
them, industry 


would gravitate there to provide part- 
time employment for those people to 
supplement income 
or 
subsistence 


from the land. 


Two Types Planned 


Two general lypcs of 
homestead 


were 
planned. First, 
communities 


where penniless farmers and stranded 
families in former industrial commun- 
ities could have 
homes, land, and 


farming facilities on a 30-year pay 
ment plan plus cash income from part- 
time industrial employment. 


Second, garden homesteads on the 


fringes 
of 
industrial communities 


where workers could have decent low- 
cosl housing wilh an acre or Iwo ol 
land on which to raise their own food 
and thus supplement incomes. 


Most of the second type have turn- 


ed out fairly well, despite delays, red 
tape, occasional construction mistakes 
and other mishaps. 


The grief came where there were 


no industries to provide employment, 
and industries didn't move in.

States senator and

If it learns that it can 
boss by crying, it will do so as long 
as the trick works. 


Remember, then, that when a baby 


cries it may be from hunger, from 
extremes of temperature, from colic 
or other pains, and, quite often, from 
fear. In a series of experiments it 
was found that fear is aroused in ba- 
bies 'by loud noises, such as the bang- 
ing of a dishpnn or slamming of a 
door, by a loss of support, or by care- 
less handling. 


Anger, which babies express by stif- 


fening the body and crying aloud, is 
caused by anything that hampers their 
movements and sets up resistance to 
their activities. • 


Altogether, crying, is not an ex- 


tremely unfavorable or unfortunate 
performance, provided it is under- 
Stood. 


Mitchell Palmer 


Dies at Age of 64

WASHINGTON-m-A. Mitchell 


Palmer, 64, former attorney general 
and onetime candidate for the Demo- 
cratic presidential nomination, died in 
the emergency hospital Monday of a 
heart condition following an operation 
for acute appendicitis April 29. He had 
been making satisfactory progress un- 
til early Sunday when cardiac com- 
plications developed. 


Born of Quaker stock at Moosehead, 


Pa., on May 4, 1872, Palmer served as 
alien property custodian during the 
World war, a post that embroiled him 
in controversy over German dye and 
chemical patents. He wss appointed 
attorney general in February, 1919, but 
his appointment was not confirmed 
until August. 


Before retiring as attorney general, 


Palmer announced his candidacy for 
the Democratic nomination 
for the 


presidency and received 
267 votes at 


the S'an Francisco convention in 1920 
where James M. Cox eventually won 
the nomination over William Gibbs 
McAdoo and Palmer.

Experiments with four different va- 


rieties of corn for late summer plant- 
ing seems to justify the prevailing 
belief that Mexican June corn excels 
other varieties, according to data re- 
ceived by W. E. Mountcastle, county 
agent. 


The results from three late planting 


dates show that Mexican June is a 
definitely superior variety for late 
planting over 
Paymaster, Hastings' 


Frofilic and 90-Day corn. 


Experiments with late planting va- 


rieties have been conducted for sev- 
eral years at the College's Main Ex- 
periment Station at Fayetteville, and 
at its Cotton Branch Experiment Sta- 
tion at Marianna. Tests were conduct- 
ed with plantings made at the stations 
on June 1, June 15. and July 1. 


Of the four varieties named, first 


choice must be given to Mexican June. 
However, Paymaster will do nearly as 
well if Mexican June is unobtainable. 


The June 1 plantings showed that 


Mexican June was markedly superior 
to Hastings' Prolific and 90-Day corn, 
but only slightly better than Paymas- 
ter. The June 15 plantings showed 
that Mexican June was superior in 
significantly higher yields. 


Mexican June oueyielded all others 


at Fayetteville on the July planting. 
At Marianna, Paymaster was the only 
one of the three varieties approaching 
it in yield. Tests on a third location 
showed that Mexican June was fol- 
lowed closely by all except the 90-Day 
variety which fell of somewhat in 
yield. However, with the data from 
all three points grouped for the July 
1 planting, Mexican June was out- 
standing Jn its superiority. 


Heat and flies are no longer respon- 


sible for the decline of the milk flow 
of dairy cows during the summer, ac- 
cording to W. E. Mountcastle, county 
agent. The decline is largely due to 
the shortage of good paltable feed. 


This fact was made known recently 


by O. E. Reed. Chief of the Bureau of 
Dairy Industry, United Slates Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, who said: "Our 
observations in connection with graz- 
ing experiments convince us that the 
summer decline in milk flow is large- 
ly due to the shortage of good palat- 
able feed and not to the heat and 
flies as is commonly believed." 


Hempstead county farmers, realizing 


lhat their milk pails will return great- 
er profits if the grow more grass, are 
giving increased attention to the value 
of good pastures and legume hays. 


Pasture grass is at its best for milk 


production 
when

immature. 


Young gra.ss, growing rapidly, is not 
only more paltable than more mature 
grass, but it also provides most of the 
substances necessary for perfect nutri- 
tion. Young pasture is rich in both 
protein minerals and vitamins, and is 
low in crude fiber. 


Rotation pasturing is one of the most 


practical means of assuring tender 
grass as well as protecting the pas- 
ture from hot dry weather and weed 


competition.

Haynes Bros, 


Evangelist Examines Some 


of Excuses the Delin- 


quents Give 


Dr. Clyde Loo Fife drpw his biggest 


Monday night crowd ninee coming to 
Hope and preached a sermon on "Why 
People Slay Out of Hope Churches,"1 
He siiicl that in view of the fact that 
he had only four more nights here, 
he was not going to have lo stand bo- 
fore God in judgment becntise he did' 
not get people "told." 
i 


"Hope is n beautiful city. When, it | 


comes to schools, to churches 
and 


wonderful people t is on the side of; 
(he Migels. I am sorry {hat I do not! 
have any home nnd a .place to live 
here, for I think that would bo won-! 
clerful. I will personally deeply no-! 
grel to see Friday night come for that1 
is the night we say goodbye. But I 
da hope that the prayers of God's' 
people In all churches, in Hope will 
follow me. like my mothers prayers, 
to th« end of the world, as mine shall 
remain here with the people of this 
quiet lovely city ot my native south- 
land" said the famous evangelist. 


Dr. Fife answered the reasons given 


him while here, by some who had wot 
come into the churches, in which he 
said: 


"This is no time for pussy-footing. 


I am going to peel the bark off these 
excuses for non performance of Chris- 
tian duty and staying out and away 
from church, and show the worm 
holes under the whole thing. 1 once 
heard a negro say when I put a fly 
net on a horse, 'Boss you can't fool 
an old hoss-fly' and there is no fooling 
me on these excuses for staying out 
of the church. There is no way to 
set it down but one and that is: Most 
All Excuses Arc Lies. They arc not 
sincere in the heart of the giver of 
them. He feels that he must justify 
himself. 


"Another thing about 
it 
is this: 


Whenever you hear a man tell how 
rotten the church is and how low 
down are those who belong to it, you 
just walk out into the back yard of 
his life and pull up an old 'tatcr' plant 
nnd you will find his pet sin on if as 
big as u grape fruit and as rotten a.s 
dirt. Remember that I told you that 
men do not join the church because 
of sin. 


"I have no trouble to get any man 


into the church who is sincere and 
who does not have some pet sin in his 
life for which he will sell his future 
and damn his own soul. God wants 
you saved, bud. He took all He had 
in heaven and gave it to His Son and 
then gave His Son to die for a poor 
old sinner like you and me. The 
reason you are not saved is. because 
you love sin better than God and that 
tells the tale on you. 


"I preach a lot to prisoners. In the 


great penitentiaries all 'over America 
today they have an electric maknct 
light that shows if you have anything 
metallic ori you as you come up to the 
prison gate. If you even have on you 
anywhere so much as a picket knife, 
that shows a red light and they search 
and take it off of you. So, brother 
you are on the spot tonight. When 
you step up on the mat to enter the 
kingdom of God, if you have anything 
in your old heart that ought not to lie 
there, you are going to have to get 
rid of it before the gates of salvation 
will ever open lo you or me. 


"The first and biggest criticism is: 


'The Church is full of hypocrites.' 
Sounds big and fine? Yes. But it is 
a lie and no man ever got anywhere 
on a false premise." Here the evan- 
gelist put a small clot on a pure white 
card and said: "You look over the 
entire field of white and your eye is 
riveted to this small dot. Why? Be- 
cause it is so mighty a contrast. That 
is the way with a hypocrite against 
the white and spotless background of 
the church. It is like 1he man who 
contracted a car load of bull frog legs 
to the hotels of Chicago. But when 
he killed two big frogs, all that bel- 
lowing stopped and he never had a 
frog to sell. He ate all he killed. 
When you hear these croakers you 
think the whole world is gone to the 
dogs. But once rid of them, the rag- 
ings of the heathen all cease. 


"It is urged by some: 'I can't be a 


Christian and stay in the business I 
am in." Then brother you had better 
change 
your 
business. There 
are 


clean ways by which a man can still 
make an honest living in this old 
world. 


"The lodge is good enough for me" 


says another. "Now, brother, hold on 
a minute. I think I know 
a little 


about lodges and lodge people. On 
this point let me tell you what I 
heart! a Presbyterian elder in Cleve- 
land, Ohio, tell a men's class one 
lime. He said: 'Gentlemen, I have 
had every degree and every honor that 
a man can get in Masonry. H can 
help me in life among my fellow men. 
But, 
in fairness to my Masonic breth- 


ren. I must tell you that Masonry nor 
any other fraternal order never was 
intended to take the place of the aton- 
ing merits of the blood of Jesus Christ 
my Saviour. It is only through faith 
in Him that men can ever be saved."

self-sustaining. 


Many Mistakes Mnde 


Many- cooks made the subsistence 


homestead broth, beginning with Mrs. 
Roosevelt and the last Louis Howe. 
Sometimes the houses didn't fit the 
climate, as with the first ones at 
Reedsville, Va. Other houses were 
poorly 
constructed. 
In 
at least a 


couple of instances slickers unloaded 
worthless land on the government, 


So many criticisms have been heard 


as to subsistence homesteads that it's 
surprising to be told by RA officials 
that the homestead loans are only 9.4 
per cent delinquent. 


.The biggest 
difference 
between 


promise and performance is seen in 
the cost of certain projects. 


It was onnounced that the cost of a 


complete homestead would range from 
$1500 to $3500, with the average cost 
between $2500 and $3000. The Reeds- 
ville project, known as Arthurdale, 
has thus far cost about $10,000 a fam- 
ily; Red House, W. Va., $5200; Cross- 
ville, Tenn., $7000; Woodlake, Texas, 
$9800; Tygart Valley, W. V., $5800; -and 
Westmoreland, Pa., $4100. 


Many Projects Started 


There were 2922 families living on 


subsistence homesteads at last ac- 
count. Construction bad started on 27 
cf the projects, out of 86 on'the pro- 
gram, when Resettlement 
took over 


the old Division of Subsistence Home- 
steads from the Interior Department. 
Resettlement has 
approved 
seven 


more, is considering a few others, but 
will ditch nearly all the rest. Of the 
33 active projects, 19 are completed. 


The original $25,000,000 S. H. pro- 


gram has gecome a $16,000,000 one. 
Resettlement hopes to recover about 
90 per cent of the costs of buildings, 
land, and farming stock and equip- 
ment through long-term 
payments, 


through the other expenses will be 
charged off to experience. 


Transfer of 18 completed projects to 


non-profit corporations made up en- 
tirely or partly of homestead residents 
is under way, with sale on a 40-year 
payment plan-at 3 per cent interest. 


Taxes to state and county, water 


and school districts will be handled 
by the corporation and usually prop- 
erty such as roads and parks, not 
charged against home owners, will be 
deeded to local public bodies for 
maintenance, 


Show Place Is Arthurdale 


Arthurdale, 
Mrs. 
Roosevelt's pet 


project, is the show place, the most 
expensive and the most criticized, at- 
tacked for mistakes made there and 
defended as an experimental labora- 
tory which immensely improves the 
lot of 165 families. 


What sells most people on Arthur- 


dale is a preliminary trip, to Scott's 
Run, 
where the unemployed miners 


and their families selected for resettle- 
ment—the complete community center, 
the neat houses on five-acre plots, 
facilities for adult education. 
Also, 


Arthurale is now assured of a vacu- 
um cleuner assembly plant which will 
employ 50 or GO people part time, the 
first industrial 
development 
on a 


homestead project. 


More of a problem is Red House, 


which Senator Rush Holt of West Vir- 
ginia wants investigated, charging it 
has pooi' land and badly constructed 
houses. Red House can't expand, its 
153 families 
being 
stuck 
between 


mountains and a river, but it is strug- 
gling along with the air of a new co- 
operative dairy plant. 


Called '•Chaotic Mudliole" 


The project at Hightstown, N. J., 


which Senator Barbour describes as a 
"chaotic 
muclhole 
with a few tin 


houses," is a subsistence homestead 
community, with a garment factory to 
employ heads of 2000 families. 


RA insists the homes will be com- 


pleted by September and that the fac- 
tory will operate, a New York group 
having promised it. 


As for the brighter side of the pic- 


ture—60 families at the 
Longview, 


Wash., project were happy at last re- 
ports. Earning from $500 to $1200 u 
year in lumber mills and only a couple 
of miles from town, each family has u 
couple of acres for flowers and veg- 
etables, a cow for milk and butter, 
hens and a rooster. 


Houston Gardens, 
in Texas, is a 


workingmen's garden 
project with 


homes on plots of two to 3'/i> acres. 
Complaints have been heard as to high 
rentals, but Resettlement says the av- 
erage monthly charges to homestead-
